MR.  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN , 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  vital 
statistics  of  tho  District,  for  the  year  1946, 

Incorporated  with  the  report  is  that  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector 
containing  records  of  inspections  mado  by  tho  District  Inspectors,  details  of  work 
done  by  tho  Staff  of  tho  Public  Health  Department,  together  with  information  on 
tho  sanitary  circumstances  prevailing  in  the  area. 

Despite  the  unusual  severity  of  the  winter,  there  was  no  marked  incroaso 
either  in  doaths  from  respiratory  disoaso,  or  the  notification  of  influenzal 
infect  ions , 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  remar kably  low,  the  number  of  measles 
casos  notified  being  65  as  compared  with  329  the  previous  year,  and  26  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  compared  with  36  previously.  There  were  two  cases  of  diphtheria 
notified  as  compared  with  elevon  the  previous  year,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
this  lowered  incidence  may  bo  an  indication  that  more  people  each  year  arc  taking 
advantage  of  diphtheria  immunisation,  one  of  tho  most  bonoficient  preventive 
discoveries  of  our  age,  against  doath  and  disease,  Tho  two  cases  notified  wore 
Air  Force  ratings  from  a local  camp. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  there  has  boon  an  extension,  long  overdue,  of 

tho  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  provided  by  the  Buds  County  Council  in 

your  district.  Additional  child  welfare  centres  have  been  opened  at  Aston 

Clinton,  Stone,  Chearsley  and  Whitchurch,  which  will  be  a boon  to  parents 

residing  within  their  onvirons  in  these  days  of  difficult  transport,  and  will 

give  improved  facilities  for  diphtheria  immunisat ion. 

The  invaluable  sorvicos  of  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  both 

at  Stoke  Mandeville  Ministry  of  Pensions  Hospital,  and  at  Oxford  have  been 

available  throughout  tho  yoar  to  assist  in  tho  promotion  of  hoalth  and  tho 
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prevention  of  disease  generally, 

I thank  you  Mr,  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  your  admirablo 
support  in  all  matters  af footing  tno  health  of  the  District,  also  the  members 
of  the  Public  Hoalth  Staff  for  their  willing  co-operation  throughout  the  year,

Mr,  W*A,  Mather,  Additional  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  was  appointed  to  fill 
the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Mr.  H,  Plimmcr  in  October,  1945, 
commenced  dutios  on  24th  April,  1946, 

Public  Cleansing • 

One  of  the  throe  Dennis  10  cubic  yard  refuse  vehicles  was  delivered  in  Juno 
and  part  pf  tho  scheme  approved  by  the  Council  in  December,  1944  was  put  into 
operation,  collection  at  fortnightly  intervals  being  made  in  17  Parishes,  The 
remaining  two  vehicles  being  delivered  later,  it  became  possible  as  from  October 
1st  to  undertake  collection  of  house  refuse  from  all  Parishes  in  tho  Councils 
area. 

Mechanical  Cesspool  Emptiers  . 

An  additional  machine  was  purchased  and  commenced  work  on  12th  November,  1946, 

The  services  of  all  four  machines  continues  in  groat  demand  and  despite 
maintenance  difficulties  it  has  boon  possible  to  keep  tho  older  machines  in 
c ommission. 

As  thoro  doos  not  appear  to  be  a prospoct  of  tho  sewerage  schemes  already 
approved  by  the  Council  being  commenced,  tho  work  undertaken  with  tho  Cesspool 
Emptiers  is  of  considerable  importance. 

Salvage, 

Arrangements  were  made  for  tho  workmon  to  collect  salvage  when  calling  for 
house  refuse,  and  the  weight  of  tho  wasto  paper  despatched  to  the  merchants 
amounted  to  4tons  ,3cwts  ,3qrts  ,

Disposal  of  Refuse 


Disposal  of  refuse  is  effected,  by  Controlled  Tip  Methods  at  Hartwell  and 
Haddonham  Disposal  Sites,  measures  being  taken  to  prevent  rodent  infestation  and 
insect  pests. 

The  ever  increasing  use  of  canned  foods  presents  added  problems  at  tho 
disposal  sites,  owing  to  the  high  proportion  of  cans  in  the  collected  refuse, 
Se-worago, 

Maintenance  of  sowers,  pumping  plant  and  sewage  disposal  sites  received 
regular  attention,  the  effluents  however,  from  tho  works  at  Whitchurch  and 
Haddenham  on  occasions  failed  to  maintain  a standard  acceptable  by  the  Thames 
Conservancy, 

Until  tho  schemes  for  improvements  to  the  works  can  bo  carried  out  it  will 
not  bo  possible  to  ensure  a continuously  satisfactory  effluent  standard. 

The  following  extensions  to  sewers  were  constructed  to  serve  existing  and 
new  houses,  tho  owners  contributing  to  the  cost:-

Constructional  details  were  prepared  for  a small  disposal  works  to  servo 

tho  Council’s  Housing  Scheme,  East  End,  Wocdon. 

Tho  Council’s  consulting  engineers  were  supplied  with  detailed  information

AH  classes  of  work  affecting  Public  Health,  whether  undertaken  on  tho  owner 1 
own  initiative  or  to  comply  with  ’’informal”  and  Statutory  Notices  arc  directly 
affected  by  the  regulations  controlling  tho  issue  of  Building  Licences  and  Permits 
for  Materials,  and  the  routine  work  of  the  department  is  very  closely  interrelated 
In  order  to  ensure  the  effective  operation  of  tho  Scheme  it  has  been 
necessary  to  spend  a considerable  amount  of  time  in  dealing  with  applications. 

This  has,  howover,  facilitated  tho  work  of  tho  Department  in  connection  with 

housing  and  other  public  health  matters.
